Now, when we have the very cen- 
tres of world finance adinitting this 
fact and talking about it, a remedy 
for the conditions now prevailing 
over these Western provinces, and in- 
deed throughout America, will soon 
be forthcoming. 

The eame thing has happened to 
our farmers as happened to Germany, 
excepting that in the case of the for- 
mer the retribution is not earned.

er. The Allies againgt the farmer are 
high freights, labour, machinery ari 
money, and these same allies and the 
people who direct them are com- 
mencing to realize thdt the farmer 
must be rehabilitated befure he can 
pay his regular contribution to worli 
business. We have such high finan- 
cial authorities as Bernard Baruch 
telling ug that the agriculturist must 
receive more for his products and 
his labour or the whole fabric of 
soctety will suffer, Now that this has 
been realized and admitted the farm- 
er will no longer be alone in devising 
ways and meang by which to make 3 
decent living. 

The Dominion Government has 
spent considerable sums to get !mmi- 
grants on the farms and comparative- 
ly little to keep him there in pros- 
perity by helping to find markets for 
his wheat and live stock.

DURING 1921 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
high gerade of Alberta butter hae been 
declining seriously in the pest few 
years, our dairy industry recorded ia 
1921 another year of steady progress, 
especially from @ etatistical point of 
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—Collier in the Boston Shoe apd Leather Reporter. 
at the basis of almost all welfare, | Sosssssccscc ees 


view, While there wag a considerable 
slumny in the dairy produce markets 
during the latter part of May, bring- 
jing the prices down to a@ point that 
jlay fifty per cent under the current 
market price of the corresponding 
time in 1920, there was a healthy re- 
covery early in July following anl 
the market held remarkably steady 
for the remainder of the year, The 
average price obtained for creamery 
| butter for the year wag practically 
thirty-five per cent under that ot 
1920 whep the high water mark of 
65 i-2 cents per pound was reached. 

In spite of this drop in prices, 
which was not wholly unexpected, the 
Telaiive value of the dairy business 
|Was brought home to thousands of 
| farmers in Alberta who saw the mar- 
ketg for some of their other products 
decline to an alarming extent in the 
matter of price ag well as in buying 
demand. The dairy markets, on th: 
other hand, remained in a heaJthy 
condition ang tha farmer who hal 
| milk and cream to sel] and was lo- 
|Cated reasonably close to market waa 
always able to secure an immediate 
cash market for it. 

The Statistical Brafich reports that 
the number of dairv cows in Alberta 
Wag thirty-eight per cent, greater in 
1921 than in 1920 and the fact that 
the year's milk production does not 
indicate a corresponding increase is 
undoubtedly due to many cows of the 
beef breeds having been brought into 
commission as dairy cows during the 
year, along with a number of young 
heifers in their first period of lacta- 
tion, 

The great bulk of Alberta's surplus 
dairy product continues to find its 
way to outside markets in the form 
of creamery butter. Last year's pro- 
duction of that commodity was the 
highest on record, about 12,525,000 
pounds, and owin 
usuaj market conditions in cur neigh: 
boring Province, Britieh Columbia, a 
great proportion of our surplus was 
shipped to Eastern points, some for 
consumption and a part for export to 
Great Britain. The reports that have 
been received of the butter exported 
to Great Britain speak favorably of 
the quality of the butter, though, of 
course, there is ample room and de- 
mand for a larger proportion of unt\- 
formly high grade butter, than we 


those put out by Denmark and New 
Zealand, both countries spectalizing 
in dairying. With our annually in 
creasing dairy production a larger 
proportion of our surplus will each 
year have to be marketed in Eastern 
Canada and overseas and it !s of 
vital importance that every effort be 
made by producers, manufacturer 
and this Government to further de- 
velop the production and marketing 
of dairy products of finest quality. 
Our milk producers who look upon 


their dairy operations ag a more or) 


less important side line of their gen- 
eral farming enterprise should real- 
{se that their surplus dairy product 
will enter the market {!n competition 

frectly or indirectly, with the pro-

RURAL CREDITS 
IN ALBERTA. 


Prior to the last session of the Inte 
government, societies incorporated 


Act, were greatly handicapped owing 
to the banke not feeling secure in ad- 
vancing money to members with the 
security offered at that tine, It was 
found necessary for the government to 
furnish further security in the way of 
a government guarantee, in order that 
these societies might be helped in an 
adequate manner, This necessitated a 
closer supervision of the granting of 


almost exclusively in the hands of the 
board of dtrectors. Under the present 
system the board of directors are ask- 
ed to recommend the credit granted, 
but {t remains for the supervisor or 
inspector, who is an employee of the 
government to give the final approval 
| of all loans made, 

You will note that the Co-operative 
Credit Act has not been extensively 
advertised or widely known, owing to 
the fact that the government felt tt 
more prudent to test out thie act and 
to amend from time to time any weak- 
nesses found theretu. As the act 
stands at the present time with few 
exceptiona it is deemed 
and safe for extending credits under 
its provisions to the farmers through- 
out the Province. These few excep- 
|tlons we are hoping to overcome at 
this present session by amendments

THE COAL INDUSTRY 
IN ALBERTA, 


Next in jmportance to agriculturo 
in the economics development of Al- 
berta comes the coal mining industry. 
Alberta is tremendously rich in coal 
deposits, and it is gratifying to note 
that this province once more takes 
the lead in coal production, 

The total production for the year 
wag 6,927,270 tons, vaiued at $29,- 
450,631.90. This represents 89 per 
cent, of the total coal mined in Can. 
ada, 

But as in agriculture, so in the coal 
industry, development is retarded by 
high freight rates, which make jt 
diffioult to compete with American 
coal in eastern markets. There also 
appears to be a real need of soma) 
method of standardization of ths! 
product of the mines to secure as) 
nearly as possible, uniformity in grade |

lished, according to Ottawa des- 
patches| It is to be hoped the 
consideration will be as thorough 
as the question requires, and 
that the decision will not be dic- 
tated by the clamor of private in- 
terests on one side or the other. 
This is a matter in which the grain 
growers and the grain dealers are 
not necessarily the only parties 
involved. The public may have 
an interest in the issue superior to 
both these directly concerned 
parties, inasmuch as the public will 
have to do the paying if a wheat 
board is set up to speculate with 
public funds and should make an 
error in judgment, 

There are wheat boards and 
wheat boards. Upon which kind of 
board is established depends the 
question of whether or not the 
p"blie is to be considered an out- 
side party. If the board were 
merely given power to handle the 
producers’ grain, in place of leay- 
ing this to the ordinary agencies 
of exchange, the grain dealers 
would be the losers and the man 
on the street would have a minor 
interest in the proceedings. But 
the former wheat board was a 
fundamentally different institu- 
tion. It was given monopoly pow- 
ers over the whole wheat crop of 
the country. It was financed 
from public funds. And it was 
given power to buy wheat at its 
own price, hold while it please, 
and sell when it saw fit. Under 
the keen demand of war time the 
public got out of the enterprise 
without losing anything. Condi- 
tions now are radically different. 
To clothe a board with correspon- 
ding powers now would be to set 
the commissioners up in business 
to gamble in the world’s wheat 
markets with public money. 


Treland. 

Those optimists who told us 
with so much ‘assurance that the 
war in Ireland was ended when 
the British Government made the 
deal with the moderates among 
the Sinn Fein leaders seem to have 
some explaining to do. Accord- 
ing to the despatches people are 
still being shot down in the 
streets in the Free Satte, police 
are fighting pitched battles with 
armed men in uniform, and there 
are all the common evidences of

#) civil war, Certainly if this is 
what is to be called ‘‘peace’”’ in 
Treland it is not easily distinguish- 
able from what was called war a 
few months ago, and from the 
standpoint of the Irish people it 
seems to amount to about the sani 
thing. 

One thing the ‘‘treaty’’ has un- 
doubtedly accomplished. It trans- 
ferred responsibility for govern- 
ment, peace, order, and the secur- 
ity of life and property in South- 
er Ireland from Westminster to 
Dublin. It is not British troops 
who are now fighting the repub- 
lic forces. Practically and im- 
mediately the difference in the 
situation is that it is an Irish 
government that has to fight the 
faction which stands out for com- 
plete separation. And from the 
appearance of things it is likely 
to be a fight to a finish—whether 
the finish of the De Valera faction 
or of the Provisional Governm ‘nt 
rests with the people of Ireland 
and remains to be seen.
